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IMPROVEMENTs IN RALEIGH As OB- 
SERVED BY AN OUTSIDER.— An Editorial 
correspondence in the last Hillsboro 
Recorder, under date of the 21st inst., 
says of our city and its improvements : 


“The great amount of buildings now 
under contract, and those already in the 
course of construction in the city of 
Raleigh, will reach in round numbers 
to-day one million of dollars. This 
amount represents what has been and 
will have been added to the city in the 
last fiscal year. The population of the 
city under the last enumeration was 
eight thousand five hundred, and this 
would be a little over one hundred and 
twenty doliars per head which each 
citizen has added to the present wealth 
of Raleigh, within the space of twelve 
months. 

“To mention a few of the principal 
structures and uodeitakings; the en- 
larging and otherwise improving of, 
the Yarborough House, at a cost o 
$50,000 ; General Barringer’s block on 
Wilmington street $20,000; Capt. A. B. 
Andrews’ residence on Blount street, 
$12,000 ; Col. Bunting’s store and resi. 
dence on Fayetteville street, $15,000; 
Williamson & Upchuich’s store and 
warehouse on west side of Fayetteville 
street, $21,000; improvements to the 
Baptist Female School, $15,000; the 
new Fair Grounds, $30,000; the Shaw 
collegiate (col.) Institute $40,000; the 
Masonic Temple $65,000 ; the new Post 
Office, $200,000; the Fisher building, 
$35,000; and other improvements 
throughout the city will double this 
amount. It would be difficult to find 
any house or lot in the city that does 
not show the mark of progress In a new 
fence, roof, or fresh coat of paint. The 
poblic reservations,so long bare and 
worn, have all been fenced in, graded, 
soiled, and sowed in grass. 

“The busy hum of machinery is heard 
from early morn till night, while the 
chisel clink and the stroke of the ham- 
mer rings throughout the city. The 
laborer is building himself a hut, the 
mechanic his cottage, and the merchant 
his palace. There are no idlers upon 
the street corners with the mournful 
croaking, ‘I have nothing to do, all as 
busy as prosperity can make them.”

GRIFFIN AND MorpDEcAI RESPITED. 
—His Excellency, Governor Caldwell: 
has respited the condemned convicts, 


Simpson Mordecai and Tom Griffin, till 
Friday, the 6th of June, and will inthe 
meantime Consider the application for a 
commutation of the death sentence to 
imprisonment for life. Their execution 
was appointed for Friday and prepara- 
tions were already b:ing made tor the 
tragic event. The Governor has not 
expressed himself as to what action he 
will take in the matter and much inter- 
est is manifested in his decision. As far 
as we can learn, the sentiment of the 
community is divided as to the expedi- 
ency of commuting the sentence. The 
offense was one of an aggravated na- 
ture, but the men that plotted and put 
the plan in execution has been released 
as State’s witnesses, and the two men 
who were persuaded into the perpetra- 
tion of this outrage are the condemned 
for whom the application is made. 


City Scrip.—In our yesterday’s is 
sue we asked the question, if there was 
an order of the Board of City Commis- 


sioners requiring the clerk to issue city 
scrip to employees and others for the 
balance of the face of the original scrip 
in cases where the scrip was sold ata 
discount. We have been shown the 
following ordinance, which passed the 
Board on May 8th, 1873: 

“Mr. Battle made the following mo- 
tion: That the Board will not enter- 
tain any motion for increase of salaries 
on account of losses sustsined on city 
warrants. Adopted.” 

The above order is in full force and 
effect, and the clerk does not issue scrip 
in any other manner than as_ the law 
directs, 


Brisk BustnEss FoR Two Days.—

A young negro man, named Henry 
Wiison, was accidentally killed in Wil- 
mington on Saturday afternoon last by 
the discharge of a gun in the hands of 
a negro woman. The unfortunate man 
lived but a short while after the ac- 
cident. The woman raised the young 
man, and the Stav reporter says the 
untortunate affair has rendered her 
almost frantic with grief. 


The Wilmington Star says that the 
cotton crop in Anson is represented to 
be badiy injured by the heavy rains 
whick bave fallen recent!y, and not 
more than two-thirds of last year’s yield 
is expected. There was a large amount 
of fertilizers used by the planters in that 
section,but it has nearly all been washed 
oft, and will result io little if any benefit 
to the crops. The corn crop has suf- 
fered considerably, but nothing ap- 
prouching the same extcut as the cotton 
crop. 

The Wilmington Post gives forth the 
following note of warning to those who 
carelessly and foolishly handle firearms : 
“A youug man who was playing with 
another man yesterday, snatched up a 
gun, not supposing it to be loaded, (but 
both barrels of which were loaded with 
buckshot) cocked it and pointed it at 
his triend, when his hand was knocked 
up in time to prevent another terrible 
blood letting. When wiil people learn 
t» desist from playing with firearms.” 


The Hillsboro Recorder gives not a 
very encouraging account of the condi- 
tion of the crops in that section. Says 
the Recorder : *\Gardens were never more 
backward, corn makes little show, and 
we are soiry tu say the accounts of the 
growiuag wheat do not become more en- 
couraging. Tobacco plants are very 
small, and also very scarce. But there 
are {several months of warm weather 
ahead of us,and tbere is no real reason yet 
for despondency. With the remainder 
o' the jeur favorable, good crops may

Says the Hillsboro Lecorder: We 
much regret to learn that the Postmas- 
ter in this place has been found defi- 
cient in his accounts, and that Col. T.

‘The deficiency has been made 
yood. Mr. Hunter, though a Republi-

Tempting Providence—The £ronaut 

Donaldson Makes an Ascension in 
Paper Balloon. 

~The exronaut W. H. Donaldson, whose 
reckless and, foolbardy exploits have 
procured for him a world-wide notoriety, 
and whose chief pleasure in lite consists 
apparently in courting a horrible death, 
has bit upon a new expedient for tempt- 


: ‘has recently made a successful 
ascension.at Reading, Pa., his home, ia | 
“a paper balloun, the first ever under- 
taken in this country. The Reading. 
Eagle gives an account of this denger- 
ous. féat, and publishes the following 
letter from Donaldson : 

_ “Paper balloon ascensions are rare. 
Several French sxronauts attempted the 
experiment, but never risked a free as- 
cension, A paper balloon was made 
lined with muslin,and allowed to ascend 
by rope, in 1782, in Paris. I have en» 
‘tertained the idea of constructing a 
per ballon for a long time. I con- 
‘structed the “John D. Lishier” upon my 
own plans, gave it coat of varnish, 


made an ascension in astorm. _ 
-. “Atter I left terra firma { viewed the 


utmost satisfaction. Of the many ascen- 
gions I have madc in this city I never

It seemed as it I had been ina dream; 
‘and that the night had rolled away and 


the balloon was like a golden ball, and

ting as plaiuly as from the outside, the 
same as if the paper was so much glass. 
Indeed the balloon seemed like iliumi-

“Far away down toward the west, the 
ry tips of the dark hills seemed ting- 
ed with gold, and the vapory distance 


ve 


hovering in the west was like a silvery 
lined cloud, between myself and the 
sun. But this beautiful scene soon 
passed away. The sun went dcwn, to 
‘me, for the second time, and arose no 
more that night. Now all was gloomy 
~ and silent. In a few moments I could 
‘see just the first faint outlines of a few 
tiny stars, away high above the clouds. 
I was pow alone in the clouds and pre- 
sented, I think, one of the most 
PERFECT AND BODING PICTURES OF 
SOLITUDE. 


I ever heard of. It was my first night 
in the heayens, and I shall never forget 
the feelings of that hour. 

“‘ After having seen as much as possi- 
ble, I pulled the valve rope and slowly 


commenced to descend. We came 


down gently as a feather and landed in 
a@ ravine, about three miles from the 
‘Sorrel Horse’ hotel, on the Morgantown 
road. I made one of the neatest land 
I ever pertormed. 
“About a dozen men in the neighbor- 
- nood, residing in the farm houses above 
which .I.had eo gently glided, assisted 
me in bringing the netting and a por- 
tion of the balloon to the above hotel. 


"fhe rest of the balloon I lett behind, as ; 


aecensions can only be made once in 
them. 
“I endeavored to procure a convey- 
ance to return home, but could not ; so, 
leaving my netting, &c., behind me, I 
‘journeyed homeward afoot. I arrived 
the city at 11 o'clock, tired and bun- 
gry, though extremely well pleased with 
the success of my first paper balloon 
venture. 
“I can pow say that I have performed 
the firet and only paper balloon ascen- 
sion ever accomplished in the world.
